2500 Invade Big Tokyo

TOKYO, June 25 (AP) — One 
thousand steel-helmeted Japanese 
police tonight broke up a mob of 
2500 Korean and Japanese Com- 
munists hurling firebombs and 
clubs in crowded Shinjuku rail- 
road station in:a half-hour battle. 

Rioting in the huge suburban 
station, six miles from downtown 
Tokyo, followed by several hours 
bitter anti-American rioting in 
the Osaka area in southern Japan. 


Thirty police were injured by 
the rain of rocks, fire bombs and 
acid bombs at Shinjuku station. 
Police arrested 20 of the rioters, 
15 of whom were injured. 


At least 34 police and 30 riot- 
ers were hurt and 102 demonstra- 
tors were jailed in the Osaka area. 
An American general there was 
burned slightly with acid. 


The Reds were observing the 
second anniversary oi the Korean 
war with demonstrations sheduled 
in many large Japanese cities. 

The Tokyo riot, which ‘took 
place at the scene of bloody May 
day and May 30 fights, flared aft- 
er a four-hour meeting of Reds. 
The Communists marched on the 
station waving red flags and 
brandishing fire bombs, The sta- 
tion police quarters were fired but 
the blaze was quickly quenched. 
The police -had been waiting at 
the teeming station for the Reds. 

U.S. Photographer Stoned. 


United Press photographer Jim 
Healy was stoned twice while try- 
ing to take pictures of the riot- 
ers, but was not seriously in- 
jured. 

The Osaka mob carried banners 
proclaiming “Smash Itami Air 
Base,” “No War” arid “Independ- 
ence!” 

Japanese police, using clubs and 
tear gas, broke up-the mob be- 
fore it got within seven miles of 
the big American air base near 
Osaka. 

Because of the incident all 
American military personnel in 
Tokyo were ordered to remain in 
their quarters by Gen. Mark 
Clark, Far East commander. 

United States military buildings 
were shuttered and well guarded. 

Thirty policemen, including two 
American military policemen, 
were injured in fighting at Suita 
City, néar Osaka, between 1000 
rioters and 800 policemen. Fifty- 
eight demonstrators were ar- 


rested. 

United States Brig. Gen. Car- 
ter W. Clarke, commanding a 
logistical unit in southern Japan, 
was struck in the face by_ sul- 
phurie acid hurled into his~car 
by the Communist-led mob. He 
suffered superficial burns and 
continued to his office. 

Train Stolen by Rioters. 


The rioters had stolen a four- 
car passenger train after assem- 
bling during the night from the 
countryside. The train roared 
toward Osaka, Japan’s second 
largest city and the industrial 
hub of the islands, but halted out- 
side the metropolis. 

The mob armed itself with 
sticks, stones and at least two 
police pistols before 800 Japanese 
policemen lunged into them with 
clubs and tear gas. 

Fists flew and skulls were 
cracked by bamboo poles in wild 
fighting. Sixteen policemen were 
stabbed with bamboo spears. 
Nine were hurt seriously when 
the mob attacked police cars.

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TRUMAN VETOES ‘INFAMOUS’ 
M’CARRAN IMMIGRATION BILL 


Requests to Admit 


Says It Would Perpetuate Injustices, Repeats 


and Lift Bar on Asiatics. 


Additional 300,000 


WASHINGTON, June 25 (AP) 
—President Truman vetoed the 
McCarran - Walter immigration 
code bill today. He said the meas- 
ure was infamous. 

The bill was one of the most 
hotly debated of the Eighty- 
second Congress, now drawing to 
a close. Its defenders said it 
clarified laws that date back to 
1798 and safeguarded the Amer- 
ican way of life. Its foes said it 
was immoral and followed the 
Nazi line of racial superiority. 

The measure runs 302 pages 
and was co-sponsored by Senator 
McCarran (Dem.), Nevada, and 
Representative Walter (Dem.), 
Pennsylvania. 

Truman said in a seven-page 
veto message to;the House that, 
while: the bill contains some pro- 
visions he favors, he could not 
sign it because of others. 

“The price is too high, and in 
good conscience I cannot agree 
to pay it,” he explained. 

Some of the provisions of the 
bill, he said, are “worse than the 
infamous Alien Act of 1798.” 

The ‘President said the bill 
came before him “imbedded in a 
mass of legislation which would 
perpetuate injustices of long 
standing against many other na- 


tions of the world, hamper the 
efforts we are making to rally 
the men of East and West alike 
to the cause of freedom, and in- 
tensify’ the repressive and in- 
humane aspects of our immigra- 
tion procedures.” 

Opponents of the measure who 
had recommended a veto pre- 
dicted that it will be upheld in 
the Senate, A two-thirds vote in 
both the House and Senate would 
be needed to over-ride the veto. 

If the veto stands, present im- 
migration laws will remain un- 
changed. 

Truman coupled his veto with 
two basic recommendations on 
which he asked for congressional 
action this year: 

1. “I urge the Congress to 
enact legislation removing ra- 
cial barriers against Asians 
from our laws. Failure to take 
this step profits us nothing and 
can only have serious conse- 
quences for our relations with 
the peoples of the Far East.” 

2. He urged enactment.’ of 
temporary emergency immigra- 
tion legislation which he rec- 
ommended last March 24 when 

he asked for authority to ad-

SAN FRANCISCO, June 25— 
Irving (Waxey Gordon) Wexler, 
one of the last of the underworld 
kings of the prohibition era, died 
yesterday in the hospital of Al- 


catraz prison, presumably of a 
heart ailment. He was 63 years 


old. 

The former beer baron: was 
brought to Alcatraz several weeks 
ago from prison in New York, 
where he was serving a 25-years- 
to-life sentence as a fourth of- 
fender, pending trial as the brains 
of an international narcotics ring. 
The trial was scheduled to begin 
Aug. 18. 

Unofficial sources said he had 
been chatting with a doctor when 
he suffered a massive heart at- 
tack. He died soon after. 

A product of New York City’s 
lower east side, Gordon devoted 
his life to planning, committing 
or paying the penalty for crimes. 

In his heydey in the prohibition 
era, Gordon was a powerful figure 
in the underworld, and ruled over 
the lives of an army of hench- 
men and victims. 

The government tabbed him 
public enemy No. 1. 

Four days before prohibition 
died in 1933, the short, chunky 
millionaire was sentenced to 10 
years in prison on charges of pay- 
ing only $2,615.76 in income taxes 
for 1931 and 1932 when his actual 
tax was $607,032.21. 

After his release from prison 
in 1940, his tide of fortune ebbed

and Gordon dabbled in black mar- 
ket sugar for which he was sen- 
tenced to federal prison for one 
year. He then drifted into illegal. 
sale of narcotics, the charge that 
resulted in his latest conviction

After Gordon was sent to prison 
in New York last August, the 
Federal Narcotics Bureau.set out 
to tie in his operations with that 
of a ring of dope peddlers across 
the nation. 

On the narcotic charges con- 
tained in the San Francisco in- 
dictment, Gordon appeared before 
United States District Judge Louis 
E. Goodman on May 21. He 
pleaded guilty to the two counts 
against him. 

Ten of the 23 defendants plead- 
ed guilty, two are fugitives, and 
10 others were to go to trial 
with Gordon in San Francisco 
August 18.

BRITISH SUBMARINE ACE 
CASHIERED FOR DISOBEDIENCE 


PORTSMOUTH, England, June 
25 (AP)—A British World War II 
submarine ace who said he had 
lost faith in his government and 
mistrusted the Americans was 
ordered dismissed from the Royal 
Navy yesterday on charges of dis- 
obeying commands. 

In a courtmartial aboard Adm. 
Nelson’s flagship Victory, Lt. 
Cmdr. Alastair Campbell Mars 
was found guilty of disobeying 
Admirality orders assigning him 
to the naval base at Portsmouth. 
Mars had insisted he had been 
promised an assignment in Lon- 
don. 

Mars, Whose submarine sank 
two enemy cruisers and over 30,- 
000 tons of enemy shipping dur- 
ing World War II, had asked to 
be retired from the Navy rather 
than go to Portsmouth because he 
could no longer afford the expense 
of moving his family around the 
world, the defense attorney said.

and published here today. 

Answering a query from Swe- 
den as to whether Soviet planes 
shot down a Swedish transport 
plane, the note said that two air- 
craft of undetermined nationality 
were chased away June 13 by 
Soviet fighters after violating the 
Soviet Union’s Baltic frontiers. 

June 13 was the day the Doug- 
las transport plane disappeared 
while on a training flight over the 
Baltic. | 

More General Statements. 


The Soviet note then went on 
to more general statements. It 
declared that “Soviet planes never 
violate the borders of other 
states’ and complained that the 
Soviet frontier has been violated 
by foreign planes several times 
recently. 

Demanding emphatically’ that 
the Swedish government put an 
end to the violation of Soviet 
frontiers, the note then made the 
important declaration that Soviet 
fighters have instructions “to open 
fire on all aircraft that violate 
the frontier and resist orders to 
land at a local field.” 

The exchange of notes began 
when Sweden protested against 
the shooting down of a Catalina 
flying boat June 16 while it was 
searching for the Douglas trans- 
port plane. The Soviet Union re- 
jected the protest and complained 
of frontier violations.

But 
it is a fact that Yugoslavia, quiet- 
ly, has gone about the job of 
building a plant for developing 
atomic energy without appealing 
for outside aid. 

Discoveries of better known 
metals have been hailed openly 
by Yugoslavia’s press. Recently a 


big deposit of manganese was dis- 
covered in Serbia. Initial reports, 
still unofficial, say an entire hill 
of manganese was uncovered, 
making surface operations pos- 
sible at low cost. 

Government geologists assert 
they have discovered several new 
deposits, provisionally estimated 
at about 500,000 tons, of chrome, 
a metal used in hardening steel.

Lovett told the subcommittee that 
to make any further reductions in 
foreign aid funds “would certain- 
ly be to stand near the crumbling 
edge of disaster.” 

He said the foreign aid pro- 
gram “is the best insurance 
against the larger and probably 
catastrophic cost of a third world 
war.”

(UP) — Gene Howe, 66-year-old 
chairman of the board of the 
Amarillo “Globe-News Publishing 
Co., was found shot to death 10 
miles east of Amarillo today. His 
pistol was in his hand. 

The body was in his new auto- 


mobile and relatives said the pis- 
tol clutched in his hand was his 


own, When it was removed from 


his grasp, the imprint of the gun 
butt remained on his right palm. 
The Amarillo Globe-News said 
he had been despondent because 
of his health. 

Howe was a son of: the late 
Kansas editor Ed Howe. 

Howe had been a newspaper 
an since the turn of the century, 
ut his fame was made in the 
Texas Panhandle, where his “Old 
Tack” column was daily fare for 
thousands. 

51 Years on Newspapers. 
Last February Howe com- 
pleted 51 years of newspaper ex- 
perience. It was on Feb. 20, 1924, 
that Howe and a few of his 
friends organized the Amarillo 
Globe. 

He had been close to the*print- 
ing and news business all his life. 
At the age of 16 young Howe was 
spiking type and occasionally 
picking up some advertising copy 
and paid locals at Atchison. 

He wrote in his column years 
later, “I was born in the news- 
paper business. I was wearing 
short pants when my father would 
take me down to his office at 
night to teach me to set type.” 

In his freshman year of high 
school he took issue with a teach- 
er and was suspended. 

His father backed him and it 
ended with young Howe quitting 
school with his father’s’ blessings. 
He went to a business college, 
where he learned shorthand. 

Howe was a kidder, but his 
fun was calculated. He liked to 
stir up a rumpus, He is the man 
who originated mother-in-law day 
and invited Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt come to the party. 

Always a reporter, even as the 


corporations, he gave his news- 
papers exclusive stories to the 
last. 

Temper Made Him Famous. 

In his early years in Amarillo, 
Howe made many efforts to 
attract attention to himself and 
the newspaper, giving away dog 
collars, elaborate floral displays 
and $10 bills. He even studied 
books on publicity, but his efforts 
at fame fell flat. Then on two 
occasions he forgot all the text- 
book precepts, lost his temper 
and became famous. 

One occurred when Lindbergh, 
after crossing the ocean, had 
been flying around the country. 
The Amarillo Chamber of Com- 
merce asked him to land there. 
Lindbergh did not even reply to 
the telegram, but did land briefly 
in Amarillo—although he had 
said he was flying non-stop from 
Wichita, Kan., to Clovis, N. M@— 
scolded some small boys who 
were near his propeller, and flew 
away. Howe, burned up about

General Motors Lays Off 
12,000 in First Major 
Auto Shutdown — Re- 
li€éf Pleas Rise. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., June 25 
(AP)—Nearly 775,000 workers 
were idle today, the twenty- 
fourth day of the nationwide steel 
strike. Added to the 650,000 strik- 
ers are nearly 125,000 workers in 
allied industries. 

General Motors has ordered a 
layoff of more than 12,000 work- 
ers—the first major layoffs in the 
automobile industry attributed to 
the steel strike. About 2400 Cnev- 
rolet forge plant workers in De- 
troit were laid off last night. Ten 
thousand are being furloughed to- 
day and tomorrow at G.M.’s Chev- 
rolet production center at Flint, 
Mich. 

In Youngstown, O.,, the Mahon- 
ing County welfare county office 
handled. 250 applications for re- 
lief from steel. workers yester- 
day. 

In Pittsburgh more than 300 
men lined up for financia] help 
at one district relief office. 

The steel workers are ndt paid 
strike benefits. They are not eligi- 
ble for unemployment compensa- 
tion, but relief agencies are per- 
mitted to help them on the basis 
of their need—if they have no 
tangible assets. Some steel work- 
ers’ locals are providing help for 
what they classify as hardship 
cases. 

Although there is no sign of a 
break in the strike the first small 
shipments of finished steel are 
trickling through to defense pro- 
ducers. Through a Government- 
sponsored plan the companies and 
union are allowing high priority

There has been a de facto truce 
in ground warfare since July 8, 
1951, when the preliminary truce 
talks were held at Kaesong. This 
was interrupted by our offensives 
of September and October 1951, 
in the terrible battles of Heart- 
break Ridge and the Punchbowl, 
when the United Nations forces 
gained new lines which were 
permanently defensible. 

But during the period of rela- 
tive armistice of ground opera- 
tions, United Nations air has 
never faltered for @ day. The 
Communists have taken a beating 
from the air compared to which 
our trials have been trifling. Their 
rail lines have been cut in as 
many as 400 places in 24 hours. 
Their military headquarters have 
been bombed out as fast as they 
could be moved. No Communist 
troops dare move, day or night, 
except in driblets, for fear of 
our ever present air. 


If we are frustrated and im- 
patient, what must be their situ- 
ation? Communist casualties are 
ten times those of the United Na- 
tions troops; Communist supply 
difficulties are one hundred times 
those of our troops. 


Advantage Is Ours. 


Every advantage in the present 
situation is ours. It is a question 
of guts to see it through. While 
Wwe worry about ourselves we for- 
get the enemy’s situation. His 
main supply line is a 7000-mile- 
long railway. His industrial ca- 
pacity is one-fifth ours. His 
soldiers are ignorant peasants 
who require infinite training to 
use the weapons they now are 
supplied with. Their effort in 
Korea is ten times ours just to 
keep ‘even. 

We can fight it out—and win— 
on this line, if it takes another 
year. 

The bombing of the electric 
plants in North Korea, which had 
been immune for two years, was 
primarily an action to bring pres- 
sure to bear for action on the 
truce negotiations. © 

The plant at Suiho on the Yalu 
is the fourth largest electric gen- 
erating plant in the world. It not 
only supplied power to North 
Korea but also to Mukden and 
Kirin in Manchuria where Com- 
munist arsenals are located. It 
had been kept immune with the 
idea that destroying such an im- 
portant asset of Korea would be 
a damage to both North and 
South Korea, as well as to assure 
the Chinese that we had no de- 
sign§ on Manchuria. That it fin- 
ally has been destroyed is a sign 
of a tougher policy in the war and 
the armistice negotiations. 

The other electric plants, twot 
at the Songchon river and two 
at the Changjin reservoir, are of 
minor importance. Their machin- 
ery had been stripped by the 
Russians and only partly restored. 

Bombing along the Yalu river 
had been restricted for fear of 
“spillage” of inaccurately aimed 
bombs. These might havé fallen 
across the river on Manchuria. 

Planned for Months. 


It was necessary for Gen. Clark 
to ask permission from the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff to bomb the Suiho 
plant. This was granted imme- 
diately. The plans had been un- 
der way for months, awaiting the 
proper combination of weather 
and the buildup of our aerial 
forces. This was the first real 
mass bombing attack of the war,| 
with 500 Air Force, Navy and 
Marine planes participating in a 
co-ordinated mass operation. 

It is an omen of what the Com- 
munists may expect in the future 
if a truce is not achieved soon. 

The Joint Chiefs of Staff have 


fensive with ground forces, that 
raise the question of using atomic 
bombs in Korea. 


Atomic bombs cannot be used 
except by authority of the Presi- 
dent. 

In an extreme emergency in- 
volving the safety of our troops 
in Korea the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
would recommend the use of 
atomic bombs under certain con- 
ditions. The more important con- 
dition would be Communist air 
attacks on our troops and supply 
lines and ports in South Korea, 
In such case one of our atomic 
bombs could destroy all the air- 
craft on one Manchurian air- 
drome. 


It has not so far been neces- 
sary for the United Nations to 
bomb Manchurian airdromes to 
gain air supremacy. We have it 
already. If we had to fight for 
it, the best method of combat 
would be to destroy the Reds on 
the ground. The Joint Chiefs of 
Staff can authorize bombing north 
of the Yalu in an emergency, but 
only the President can authorize 
the use of the atomic bomb. 


Our pilots bombing on the Yalu 
reported seeing 200 MIGs on a 
single airdrome in Manchuria. 
This would make an ideal target 
for an atomic bomb. But they 
have not reported any comparable 
target of Red ground forces. 
There have been reports that if 
there were a “mass” attack by 
the Communists that we would 
use the atomic tactical bomb. 


The whole mental picture of 
“mass” attack is a delusion. 
There is no massing until the Reds 
get so close to our own troops 
that our forces are as much en- 
dangered by an atomic bomb as 


dug in just as ours are. They 
would “mass” underground and 
attack at night. In the daytime 
they would not present a target 
for atomic bombing any more 
than they do today for conven- 
tional bombing. 


Our Air Forces have sought to 
find targets for atomic bombing 
as an observation exercise over 
leng periods and have failed. It 
is unlikely that a real “mass” at- 
tack will be given away as a 
bombing target. 

If it were, there is no question 
but that Gen. Clark and the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff would recommend 
to the President that atomic 
weapons be used. And they would 
be used in this case if our troops 
were endangered. At the present 
time such weapons -would be 
bombs and not atomic artillery or 
guided missiles. “We have no 
atomic artillery or guided missiles 
in Korea. Atomic bombs could 
be flown there in short order. 


Objection to A-Bomb Use. 


There is an important objection 
to the tactical use of the atomic 
bomb in Korea. The nature of 
the country with its narrow val- 
leys, and the long period during 
which the Communists have been 
allowed to burrow, will limit its 
effectiveness. We might use it 
and the enemy would find that 
its effect would be small. We 
should lose, then, a goodly per- 
centage of its deterrent effect as 
a threat. 


The Korean war was an aggres- 
sion started by the Soviet Union 
to unify (from their point of 
view) one of the three divided 
states. It was a miscalculation of

The need for such an order has 
long been obvious. The canal and 
the ports are almost certainly the 
weakest links in our whole defen- 
sive system.

Let 
the ports be put out of commis- 
sion, and it’ will become impos- 
sible for us to supply our Allies 
and sustain our own forces over- 
seas.

Hence 
the object of this Soviet air re- 
connaissance is obviously to test 
the effectiveness of our air warn- 
ing and defense system. None of 
the Soviet aircraft flying over 
Alaska and Canada has yet been 
intercepted. The main proofs of 
their presence have been the va- 
por trails they left behind. Hence 
our air warning and defense sys- 
tem is quite plainly far from sat- 
isfactory. 

Under the circtmstances,. the 
order for continuous air watching 
was, if anything, rather belated. 
But the air watch will be only 
partly effective, because the true 
motive for it has been concealed. 
For the same reason, the civil de- 
fense program has been gutted by 
the Congress. Again, the purpose 
of this concealment has been to 
avoid stirring people up. 

Schizophrenia Revealed. 

What strikes one in the his- 
tories of these two orders, in fact, 
is the peculiar schizophrenia that 
is revealed. The danger hanging 
over us is considered sufficiently 
great to justify the orders being 
issued. But the impulse to hide 
this danger from the country, the 
impulse to be bland and reassur- 
ing, is also so strong that in one 
case the order itself was muffled, 
and in the other the easy and 
natural explanation of the order 
was put under wraps.

Wrong Side of the Tracks 


To the Mditor of the Post-Dispatch: 


It ig very much in Senator Taft's interest to 
pretend that there are no gssential differences 
on foreign policy between Gen. Eisenhower and 
himself. He is doing this shrewdly and effec- 
tively, and nobody need be surprised. What is 
surprising is the apparent tendency in the 
Eisenhower camp to go along with a maneuver 
that not only benefits Senator Taft but can only 
confuse and mislead the people. 

We say “apparent” tendency because it is not 
yet fully established that the foreign policy divi- 
sion in the Republican party will be suppressed 
and concealed by the adoption of-a platform 
statement so broad and general that both Gen. 
Eisenhower and Senator Taft ean support it. 
Yet the general’s letter to John Foster Dulles, 
who has set out to draft such a plank, points in 
that direction. 

Gen. Eisenhower says the platform must take 
a positive stand for collective security and must 
express the basie conviction that “America can- 
not live alone.” In his radio talk earlier in 
the week he made the same broad point, and 
based a good deal of his discussion on knocking 
down the arguments of a mythical isolationist. 

Senator Taft promptly identifies the mythical 
isolationist as a straw man, and takes pains to 


- disavow the policy Gen. Eisenhower criticizes. 


And so long as the discussion remains on the 
plane of broad generalities, Senator Taft can 
probably make good his claim that the general 
must be talking about somebody else. 

What distinguishes Senator Taft’s approach to 
foreign affairs is not an avowed isolationism 
but the fact that while he claims to believe in 
the principles of collective security he has op- 
posed, step by step, almost every specific ap- 
plication of the principles. He is quite willing 
to utter the right words, in general terms, but 
what disturbs so many Americans about his can- 
didacy is its combination of McCarthyism, Mac- 
Arthurism and McCormickism, all of which 
imply a radically different expression of prin- 
ciple in action from that to be expected from 
Gen. Eisenhower. 

The difference on foreign poliey fs real and 
it is vast. Neither the Republican party nor the 
people can profit by concealing or ignoring it. 
That may be the effect, however, if the debate 
is kept in such broad terms that the people are 
given no concrete guidance as to where the 
differences lie. . 

The question is not whether the nation shall 
play a role in the world, but what role it shall 
play. In the record of the two candidates there 
is ample evidence of a radical disagreement on 
that issue which should be frankly faced’ and 
fought out. ; 

Senator Taft complains because Gen, Eisen- 
hower does not attack the Administration policy. 
We like to think that the general does-.not do 
so because he does not believe the myths on 
which Senator Taft bases his own attack. The 
myth that Gen. Marshall “gave” China to the 
Communists; the myth that Secretary Acheson 
likes Communism; the myth that Soviet power 
was created by American policy—these miscon- 
ceptions are so enormous that a criticism based 
upon them comes close to irresponsibility and 
willful deception. 

Gen. Eisenhower would disappoint many of 
his admirers. if he adopted such a line, and his 
grasp of world affairs will undoubtedly prevent 
him from doing so. On the other hand, he 
cannot bring out the real and substantial dif- 
ferences between himself and Senator Taft by 
continuing to talk in broad generalities. He 
must discuss specific situations and specific 
policies. That is where the differences lie, and 
only Senator Taft ean gain by concealing them. 
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Great Debate

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Time for Second Thouglhit 

The Senate Labor Committee has properly 
put the Morse seizure bill on the calendar of 
the Senate, which irresponsibly tossed the meas- 
ure aside two weeks ago. / 

At that time the Supreme Court had decided 
that only Congress could authorize selzure of an 
industry to prevent strikes. But Congress did 
not do so, and has since then avoided the issue. 

Senator Wayne Morse of Oregon offered the 
most studied plan to fill the gap in labor policy 
left by the court decision. His bill is an effort 
to prevent crippling defense strikes, while limit- 
ing the power of the President and treating with 
even hand both industry and labor. 

The Morse bill would let the President seize 
any vital industry, but with two congressional 
checks. Congress would have 10 days in which 
to veto the seizure. Congress also would have*to 
vote to extend such seizure.for any period long- 
er than 60 days. Moreover, the bill would let the 
Government change wages during seizure. It 
also would take away profits beyond a fair re- 
turn determined by a special board. As an as- 
tute observer of industrial disputes, Senator 
Morse concluded that seizure should carry with 
it some penalties to prompt both labor and man- 
agement to settle their argument themselves, 

This is a reasonable approach to the problem. 
Yet a coalition of Dixiecrat and Repuhjican 
Senators threw it away two weeks ago by 54 
votes to 26. Is there any reason to expect them 
to reconsider a bill which they did not really 
consider in the first place? 

What the Senate did earlier this month was 
done in pure political heat, Too many Senators 
mistook as a slap at the President a vote which 
was actually a blow to the defense production 
program. By now, however, the spreading paraly- 
sis of the steel dispute should be ample warning 
for the Senate to indulge in second thoughts, 
where first thoughts went awry.

For a year the City Hall and its 2500 union 
employes have been heading toward an explo- 
sion. Wage demands have run into a growing 
municipal deficit, and now the AFL city em- 
ployes are considering a strike.

The Legislature 
granted the city authority to levy this tax for 
only two years, A half-year will have elapsed 
before the city can actually begin to collect the 
new revenue. — . 

St. Louis should try to meet fair wage stand- 
ards for its public employes. But it can only do 
so in the long run if it has some hope of a suffi- 
ecient and assured income. That hope depends 
on legislative action renewing the city’s authori- 
ty to collect the earnings tax. The current wage 
demand will be strong evidence to put before 
the Legislature. 
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One Way to Get Parking Space 

One of the results of the Legislature’s high- 
handed attitude toward St. Louis is the sugges- 
tion made by City Counselor James E. Crowe 
that the city build off-street parking facilities 
for operation by private eorporations. The some- 
what complicated arrangement: was suggested 
because St: Louis is the one city in Missouri 
prohibited by law from operating such garages.

Portal of a Modern Classic 


JAMES JOYCE'S ULYSSES, by Stuart Gilbert. (Alfred 
A. Knopf, Inc-, 407 pgs., $5.) 
James Joyce’s “Ulysses” has now estab- 

lished itself as a modern masterpiece. The 
extent to which it is so established is part- 
ly dué to the extent to which its form and 
its manner, at first so puzzling, have come 
to be understood. 

One of the pioneer works which under- 
took to explain Joyce’s novel is that of Mr. 
Stuart Gilbert, who now reissues his study, 
revised and slightly enlarged. There is 
only one new chapter. Mr. Gilbert says 
that to the rest of the book, written dur- 

7h ing Joyce’s lifetime, 
the author gave his 
full approbation. For 
its authenticity it de- 
pends not only upon 
Mr. Gilbert’s per- 
sonal acquaintance 
with Joyce, and the 
occasional hints as 
to sources which he 
liked to throw out 
casually, but also 
upon the _ careful 
study which Mr. Gil- 
bert gave the work 
when he was assist- 
ing the translators of 
James Joyce the French version. 

The first part of this study reviews the 
narrative, the themes, and the chief sym- 
bols of the novel, as well as the intellec- 
tual climate of the times when it was com- 
posed. The second part summarizes and 
explains the eighteen episodes, relating 
them to their counterparts in Homer's 
“Odyssey.” Thus it is indispensable to the 
careful student df Joyce. Long quotations 
are provided, with the result that the 
reader gets some sense of the novel’s 
movement, its intricacy, and its manifold 
achievement. The reader who prepares 
himself for his experience of Joyce by 
reading first the early works—“Dubliners” 
and “Portrait of the Artist as a Young 
Man”—and then follows it up with as 
nearly as possible a- simultaneous reading 
of Mr. Gilbert’s study of “Ulysses” itself, 
will have the best possible start towards 
an apprehension of a modern master. With 
Mr. Gilbert’s help, bewilderment will be 
replaced by comprehension, and the begin- 
ner’s annoyance at an apparently insoluble 
problem will be exchanged for the aware- 
ness of the initiate. Nor is there anything 
snobbish about being an initiate; thanks 
to Mr. Gilbert’s work, everyone who can 
read may enter at this major portal of

Russia Cools Europe on Arming Germans 


K 


WASHINGTON. 


ARDLY a day passes without an incident in Berlin, or in the 
corridors to Berlin, or in the vicinity of the Soviet military 
frontiers inside Germany and in the Baltic Sea. These inci- 


dents seem to fall into two main categories. 


One consists of 
viet authorities in order 
harass the West Berliners and to

minded that 
Bonn and the 
Allies cannot 
give them full 
protection. They

The other category 
consists of incidents whigh are 
provoked, imagined, fabricated, 
or have just happened by acci- 
dent, in a border region which is 
in a condition of high tension and 
extreme alert. 


In such a border region one. 


can never know readily whether | 
the incident was an act of policy 
or whether it was due to the mis- 
take of an excited or an ineffi- 
cient subordinate, 
which for reasons of prestige and 
policy has to be backed up. 


Reprisals in the Air? 


Until recently, the extraor- 
dinary thing about Berlin has not 
been how many but how few have 
been the incidents, considering 
the crazy way in which the un- 
friendly forces are scrambled. 
The discipline of all the troops 
has been better.than anyone had 
reason to count upon, and the 
way the commanders on both 
sides have maintained the dis- 
cipline has been one of the rea- 
sons for hoping the Soviet Gov- 
ernment was not intending to 
make the breach irreparable. 
Now, however, we have to take 
note of a change—which suggests 
at least that it is now Soviet 
policy to make Berlin a focal 
point of trouble. 

Then there are the incidents in 

the air. They appear to have a 
pattern. In all of them, I think, 
the Soviet Government have ar- 
gued that their airmen attacked 
the plane because it was off- 
course and over the Soviet bor- 
ders. It is obvious that they wish 
it to be known to all governments 
and to all pilots that to fly over 
Sov iet territory or near it is very 
dangerous. The Soviet command- 
ers are highly alerted to aerial 
reconnaissance, and obviously 
they are trying both to repel it 
and to frighten it off. 
‘ Yet in most, if not all, of these 
cases the plane they shot at or 
shot down seems not to have been 
off-course. But often it has turned 
out that there has been a plane, 
like the one that was shot at, 
which was admittedly off-course 
some short time before the in- 
cident. 

This suggests that the Soviet 
force has orders not only to shoot 
all planes which come across 
the line or within reconnaissance 
range of special military works— 
but also to commit reprisals, to 
attack an innocent plane if they

Offset to Bonn Pact. 


As long as the troops facing 
one another in Germany are 
Soviet and Allied, the risk of 
fighting in Germany is controlled 
by the high policies of t-: Great 
Powers. But if armed Germans 
are facing armed Germansin this 
inflammable border region, then 
the Great Powers may not be 


a- mistake | 


able to control their respective 
Germans, or perhaps be willing 
to do so. 

Throughout Western Europe 


{there has developed during the 


past month a kind of movement, 
which is not concerted and does 
not now have a specific program, 
to put off the evil day when two 
German armies would face one 
another inside Germany. The 
usual formula for putting it off 
is to ask for one more conference 
with the Soviet Union. 

But there are very important 
elements in all the Western coun- 
tries who, while they support the 
pacts, while they are firm adher- 
ents of the Atlantic Alliance, 
while they realize the danger of 
another four-power conference at 
this time, are nevertheless also 
determined to find ways of put- 
ting off the day when there are 
two German armies in the two 
halves of Germany. 


Go-Slow Policy in Bonn. 


There are highly placed and 
powerful figures in Western Eu- 
rope, including the Bonn Gov- 
ernment itself, who, while willing 
to ratify, have made up their 
minds to proceed slowly after 
that, taking time to educate a new 
class of German officers, not let- 
ting themselves be hurried and 
pressured into reinstalling the old 
German officer corps in the seats 
of power at Bonn. 

This disposition to go slowly 
is not a solution of the German 
question. It is not a policy. But 
it is the evidence of a vacuum 
where a policy is badly needed. 
It is a very certain indication that 
the policy we now have, assuming 
the best that can be said for it, 
is going to have to be supported 
with large measures proposing 
the unification and pacification 
of Germany—if it is to have the 
effective and popular support of 
Westerh Europe, and not merely 
the nominal and formal support 


of the existing governments. 


Bll OUTPUT OF COLOR 
~TVSETS STILL FAR OFF 


Defense Needs to Prevent 
More Than Trickle for 
About Two Years. 


WASHINGTON, June 25 (AP) 
-Although the Government has 
eased its bar on color television, 
mass production of new sets is 
still a long way off. 


Government officials and lead- 
ing manufacturers agreed today 
that the demands of the defense 
program on the electronics indus- 
try will prevent anything more 
than a trickle of color TV ma- 
chines into the market for about 
two years. 

The blackout on color TV was 
imposed by the National Produc- 
tion Authority last Nov. 20, just 
as the Columbia Broadcasting 
System began making sets com- 
mercially and experimenting with 
a limited program of color tele- 
casts. NPA said at the time the 
move was necessary to save ma- 
terials and. facilities for the 
defense effort. 

Yesterday’s order removes the 
. outright bar on manufacturing, 
but it provides that no company 
ean make color TV if it interferes 
-in any way with its defense com- 
mitments. 

NPA Administrator Henry H. 
Fowler conceded that probably 
only a few radio and TV firms 
would be able to qualify for any 
significant amount of color pro- 
duction. There is a shortage of 
electronic engineers which is ex- 
pected to continue for at least two 
“years. 

Dr. W. R. G. Baker, general 
manager of the General Electric 
Co.’s electronics division at Syra- 
cuse, N.Y., said: 

“If General Electric at this 
time ‘were to gear up for mass 
production of color television re- 
ceivers it would cause irreparable 
harm to important military pro- 
duction.” 

C.B.S. said in New York: “We 
are not justified in ene at 
this time further manufacturing 
and broadcasting resources in this 
effort unless it appears that other 
substantial segments in the in- 
dustry are prepared to go for- 
ward.” 

In Chicago, John S. Meck, pres- 
ident of Scott Laboratories, Ine., 
said “NPA is to be commended 
for turning the matter back to 
the industry to handle on the nor- 
mal basis of competitive enter- 
prise.”

Joe Martin Rivets Taft’s Iron Curtain | 


WASHINGTON. 


ECAUSE of an interesting fiction sedulously cultivated, the 
control of the Taft forces over the machinery of the Republican 
convention in Chicago is even more complete than has been 


generally assumed. 


The temporary chairman, Wal- 
ter Hallanan of West Virginia, is 
an avowed Taft man. So is Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur, the keynoter. 
The oe committee has a em 
majority, if only thanks to th 
Taft lame ducks 
who have been 
voted out in 
their respective 
states but will 
continue to 
serve through 
the °52 conven- 
tion. The power- 
ful arrange- 
ments and cre- 
dentials commit- 
tees likewise 
have Taft major- 
ities. But it is 
said over and over again that the 
permanent chairman, House 
Speaker Joe Martin, is neutral. 
The fact is that Martin is neutral 
for his great hero, MacArthur. 
Secondly, he is neutral for Taft. 
At the convention in Chicago, 
Martin could prove to be the final 
and most effective panel in the 
iron curtain forged by the Taft- 


‘MacArthur managers. Astute, al- 


ways ready with a smile and a 
handshake, Martin has presided 
over the conventions of °40, °44, 
and *48 


Tactic of Force. 


He knows the delegates as inti- 
mately as did Elihu Root, who 40 
years ago served as both tempo- 
rary and permanent chairman of 
Robert Alphonso’s father, Presi- 
dent William Howard Taft. Root 
really ran that 1912 model steam- 
roller, using his skill and knowl- 
edge to recognize the right dele- 
gates and overrule those who 
tried to resist the tactic of force. 

In the Eisenhower camp, there 
are dark forebodings that this will 
be the role of Martin for Presi- 
dent William Howard’s son in 
1952. Word has come that Mar- 
tin has already performed what 
could prove to be a signal service 
for MacArthur and/or Taft. 

He is reported to have been the 
instrument in bringing in Gov. 
John S. Fine of Pennsylvania for 


-| “consultation” with MacArthur on 


the keynote speech. Nothing could 
be more cunningly calculated to 
flatter Fine, who controls up to 


gee 30 of Pennsylvania’s 70 delegates. 


Consider the contrast. Fine was 
a county judge in Luzerne county, 
which is perhaps the most boss- 
ridden in the state, thanks in 
large part to the backing of his 
then friend, Senator James Duff, 
and in the face of the opposition 
of the powerful Grundy machine, 
Fine became governor in 1950. 

He has never felt quite at home 


in this exalted position, giving 
the impression of looking ner- 
vously over his shoulder for re- 
assurance. When MacArthur paid 
a state visit to Pennsylvania in 
€|Sepember, Fine drove with him 
from Easton to Allentown. The 
whole experience — MacArthur's 
majestic yet benign manner, the 
plaudits of the big crowds along 
the route—deeply moved the Gov- 


ernor. 

Now that he should be going up 
to the presidential suite in the 
Waldorf Towers to venture to give 
the great man his views is some- 
thing that hardly bears thinking 
about. Understandably in this ex- 
traordinary circumstance, Fine 
must feel the hand of destiny rest- 
ing on his shoulder. 


Strange Political History. 


A strange sort of political his- 
tory is being written in all this. 
The brief prepared by John Minor 
Wisdom, leader of the Eisenhower 
Republicans in Louisiana, shows 
clearly that the issue of a free 
choice there is much sharper than 
in Texas. In Louisiana the Eisen- 
hower faction scrupulously fol- 
lowed all laws, rules and regula- 
tions, including the requirement 
that to qualify for active partici- 
pation a Republican must have 
been registered as a Republican 
for at least five years. 

Yet the Old Guard by every 
kind of dodge and device ratified 
Taft delegates and threw out the 
Eisenhower majorities. In the 
brief to the national committee 
and the convention Wisdom said: 


Old Guard Never Dies. 


“Over a period of 25 years, un- 
til it now amounts to a fine art, 
the . Jackson faction (National 
Committeeman John E. Jackson) 
has studied and perfected the 
technique of stunting the growth 
of the party in Louisiana, for pur- 
poses of control. In November 
1950 the number of registered 
Republicans in New Orleans 
(population 600,000) was 309. This 
is 242 per cent of the registered 
Republicans in the city 25 years 
ago.” 

The Republican State Commit- 
tee in Louisiana is Jackson’s 
property just as much as his 
watch or his law practice is his 
property. Yet, it is to this so- 
called committee that seven out 
of the 13 delegate contests in 
Louisiana have been referred. 
What a solemn proceeding to have 
Jackson solemnly determining 
whether delegates which he hand- 
picked should be ratified by Jack- 
son to go to Chicago to vote for 
Jackson’s boss, Taft!

feet, identify them from the spawn 
of the lesser frogs.

It may vary from four 
days to three weeks. These mi- 
nute embryos have neither eyes, 
gills, mouth, or nostrils, and the 
tail is very rudimentary. Like 
young fry of the fish families, a 
yolk is attached to the embryo 
and is used for food the first few 
days. 
Ready to Leave Water. 

As soon as the yolk is absorbed, 
gills, nostrils, mouth, and eyes 
are developed and it becomes a 
full-fledged tadpole capable of 
eating algae, plankton, and other 
minute vegetable matter. In time, 
bud-like hind legs appear and de- 
velop, followed later by the front 
legs. The tadpole now ceases 
eating and lives by the nourish-' 
ment derived from the absorption 
of its own tail! As the tail dis- 
appears, the gills disappear and 
the lungs alone are used for 
breathing. The true frog mouth 
next appears, the intestinal tract 
undergoes a complete transforma- 
tion, and almost overnight the 
tadpole changes from a vegetarian 
to a carnivorous diet! The tad- 
pole has now become a frog and 
is ready to leave the water.

Salad Green 
Choice Gains 
More Variety 


By Edith M. Barber 


E are beginning to be rather 
discriminating in our selec- 
tion of salad greens. We used 
to consider only two types, the 
year-around Iceberg lettuce and 
garden lettuce which, when it is 
emerge. is usually called Bos- 


Now, during much of the year 
we find in city market escarole, 
chickory and romaine—and each 
have a long season. In the Mid- 
west, there is that fine bib lettuce 
sometimes called “limestone.” 
This is seldom seen in the East. 
In the. spring, however, we have 
those tender green leaves known 
as field grass. If we are lucky 
enough to have a garden, we can 
have quite a variety of the lettuce 
family. My special favorite is the 
oak leaf lettuce that has a touch 
of pink on the green leaves 
shaped, as the name indicates, 
more or less like an oak leaf. The 
bib variety does well in the gar- 
den, also. 


Any young lettuce is appropri- 
ate for “wilting.” Also on young 
lettuce, I like a creamy bacon 
dressing with a tang of vinegar. 
To serve with a fruit plate, so 
refreshing in warm weather, a 
creamy combination of egg yolks, 
fruit juice and sweet or sour 
cream is a pleasant change from 
French dressing, mayonnaise, or 
one of its variations. 

Creamy Fruit Dressing. 

Two egg yolks, one-fourth cup 
sugar, one teaspoon salt, one tea- 
spoon paprika, one-fourth cup 
orange juice, one-fourth cup pine- 
apple juice, two _ tablespoons 
lemon juice, one-half cup heavy 
cream, whipped, or sour cream. 

Beat egg yolks in top of double 
boiler, add sugar, salt and pap- 
rika, and beat until well blended. 
Stir in fruit juices and cook over 
hot water, stirring constantly un- 
til mixture thickens. Cool and 
fold in cream. Yield: About one 
and one-half cups. 


The night before baking, wrap 
your shortening in waxed paper 
and put it into the freezing com- 
partment of your refrigerator. 
In the morning it will be hard 
enough to shred on a metal 
grater. This makes mixing it with 
flour and other ingredients much 
easier. .

Etiquette authorities say spareribs should be eaten with 
knife and fork, although at picnics and such informal gather- 
ings it is certainly permissible to hold the meat in your hand. 
Corn on the cob is held with both hands. Unless you have 
ordered soup or something which will get cold if you wait to 
eat it, and your companion’s order is being held up, you should 
wait until everyone has been served.

Danger of Lockjaw 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. _ 


ITH summer here and children playing out in street and 
Wisi. lockjaw or tetanus is a more serious danger. It is 

a potential threat in all seasons. Like smallpox, lockjaw 
is preventable by immunization. 

All farmers, children, and those likely to suffer injuries 
from earth or fertilizer-dirtied objects should be immunized 
against tetanus. They should maintain their immunity by 
yearly shots. Painful reactions to the protective shots hardly 
ever occur. 

When infants are routinely immunized, diptheria, whoop- 
ing cough, and tetanus toxoids are usually given in the same 
shot. 

You have one chance in six of getting tetanus germs into 
wounds from injuries on city streets. Almost all injuries on 
the farm are likely to have tetanus germs in them. 

xk ® ® 

NOT EVERY INJURY harboring tetanus germs results in 
lockjaw. Nevertheless, children constantly have scrapes and 
wounds of various sorts and must be protected against the real 
possibility of tetanus infection. 

- ‘World War II really proved the protection of tetanus 
shots. The disease didn’t occur in 16,000 war-wounded. but 
immunized men, Eight cases occurred among 1800 war- 
wounded men who had@refused to have their protective shots. 

Doctors used to think that only deep, penetrating wounds, 
such as those caused by a rusty nail in the foot, were likely 
to harbor lockjaw infection. We now realize that almost any 
type of injury can nourish the germs and allow them to 
liberate their deadly poison. 

x *k * 
~ If TAKES TIME to build up immunity to tetanus. Either 
two or three shots are given, depending upon the material 
used, Each shot is spaced three or four weeks from the last one. 
One shot a year thereafter maintains immunity at a fully pro- 
tective level. 

If you don’t have ani active immunity, there is still time 
after an injury for protection by serum. Usually one to two 
weeks elapse between the injury and the first symptoms of 
lockjaw. Thus, tetanus, antiserum given when the wound is 
treated will provide temporary protection against lockjaw. If 


you already have an active immunity from shots, only another ) 


harmless booster shot is needed at the time of injury. 

Doctors don’t like to use serum any oftener than necessary 
because some people become allergic to the serum after one 
treatment. They may have an uncomfortable and severe re- 
action if given serum again, even years later, unless they are 
first desensitized.

And then 
the dressing room down by the 
gate; if you forgot anything you 
never had time to go .vack for it. 
And the smelly River ‘Despair’ 
running right through the park. 
It was rough all right. 

“We had only one director for 
the whole show. Then it was just 
a little home theater; now it’s a 
production. While the spirit in 
those days was wonderful, it was 
too demanding to play a whole 
season with not one week off. 
You couldn’t do your best. At 
best I had six dancing routines; 
we had to change the music and 
dance them backwards. The sing- 
ers were always having trouble 
with their throats, the actors with 
their lines. 

“One time.one of the leading 
men finished a tremendous part, 
60 sides, and the opening night 
of the next opera he got on stage 
and went blank, just stood there 
saying, ‘I’m stuck, help me,’ all of 
it going over the loudspeakers. 
As a kid, I was always a good 
study, learned everyone’s lines, 
so I said, ‘I suppose you mean—’ 
and went on with his speech. 
When we finished, we had to lead 
him off the stage. 

“Then you never knew when 
you'd go into a show at the last 
minute. One year we did ‘Vaga- 
bond King,’ and I wasn’t sup- 


posed to be in it until the third 
day of rehearsals when they tried 
on costumes and found the girl 
playing Huguette had bowlegs. 
So they said, ‘Get Bowan.’ Giusep- 
pe Bamboscheck was the musical 
director that year, and I said, 
‘Bamby, how can I ever sing those 
high notes?’ ‘Dunt vurry, we fix,’ 
he said, and sure enough, when 
they got to the high notes, the 
orchestra played so forte, you 
couldn’t hear me.” 


Reflecting back on the others 
in those early companies, Sibyl 
recalled that one of the comedians 
had died, one leading man had 
become a bartender, another a 
hotel clerk, and one of the vil- 
lains is — meme bit parts.

HERE have been some changes 

in Sibyl, too. For one thing, 

1929 audiences will remember 
her as Sybylla Bowhan. She sim- 
plified her first name when she 
was going to England because 
agents kept butchering it, and also 
she thought the Anglicized version 
might help her reception. Bronx- 
born and Broadway-bound at age 
9, she always had been told she 
sounded British anyway. 

“About the same time,” she 
recalls, “I knocked the ‘h’ out of 
Bowhan.” 

Along with the change of name, 
she had a change of career. An 
acrobatic dancer when she ap- 
peared here as the wiggly Wanda 
in “Rose Marie” (“I’ve always 
played bad women and I’ve tried 
all my life to be so good”) she 
gave up dancing for comedy. 

“Like DiMaggio and Dempsey, 
I wanted to stop while I was on 
top,” she says. “When I stopped 
I was still a good dancer. I 
didn’t want to continue and have

“Say you'd go to have ballet 
shoes fixed,” she relates, “and 
the fellow would say to you, “You 
USO people are a pain in the 
neck. I haven’t got time to fix 
these,’ then’ I’d say, ‘That’s too 
bad, I had a bottle of Scotch for 
you,’ and he’d scream, ‘Don’t let 
her out of here.’ Or I'd trade it 
for china that the G.ls were 
about to smash up; I have a 
beautiful collection.” 

In Japan several years ago, she 
made use of her liquor ration 
when she found a Catholic mis- 
sion where the fathers, nuns, 
and orphans were going hungry.

The Rule of Eleven. 

Few bridge players have not 
heard about this rule of play, but 
even fewer understand it. 

It is a mathematical rule based 
on the lead of the fourth-highest 
of a suit. By subtracting the de- 
nomination of the card led from 
the fixed figure, eleven, the lead- 
er’s partner and declarer can tell 
how many cards there are, out- 
side of the leader’s hand, higher 
than the card led. For example, 
if a six is opened, six from 11 
leaves five cards which can beat 
the six-spot. This is sometimes a 
vital piece of knowledge, as for 
instance in this setup:

Defending against a no-trump 
contract, West leads the spade 
five, and declarer plays low from 
the board.

He 
is going nowhere, but he is 
sure he is on the way. He has 
no sense of gratitude toward 
the past and no sense of re- 
sponsibility to the future. Noth- 
ing matters but distractions, so 
that life becomes cut up into a 
crazy pattern of successive in- 
stants, none of which add up to 
make sense.

HE IDENTIFIES money and 
pleasure, and hence seeks to 
have much of the first in order 
to have much of the second. But 
the money must be obtained 
with as little effort as possible. 
The ego is the center of every- 
thing and everything is to be 
related to it through the in- 
termediary of money. 

To break his solitude, he has 
recourse to an ersatz com- 
munion with others, through 
night clubs, parties and collec- 
tive distractions. But from each 
of these he returns more lonely” 
than before, finally believing 
with Sartre that “hell is others.’ 

Being a mass-man completely

He might just as well go by 
a number as by a name he is so 
immersed in the crowd mind. 
Even the authority he invokes is 
anonymous. It is always “they.” 
“They say,” or “they are wear- 


of life.. 

But he is not hopeless if he 
would but enter into. himself. 
The only reason he wants to be 
lost in the crowd is because he 
cannot bear his inner misery. 
It follows that he must detach 
himself from the masses and 
come to grips with himself. 
Flight is cowardice and escap- 
ism, especially flight into 
anonymity. 

It takes a brave man to Yook 
into the mirror. of his own soul 
to see written there the dis- 
figurements caused by his own 
misbehavior. 

It is no truism to say men 
must be men, not atoms in a 
mass. Once man sees his self- 
inflicted wounds, the next step 
is to take them to the Divine 
Physician to be cured. It was 
to such tired mas$-men that He 
made His appeal: “Come to Me 
all ye who labor and are heavily 
—" and find rest for your 
souls.”

AM interested to hear that 
the Girl Scouts are to have 
a foreign language camp this 

summer outside of Washington,

New methods of teaching a 
foreign language will be tested 
at the camp. While only French 
will be taught this summer, the 
techniques of instruction can 
be applied to other languages 
as well. The results are expect- 
ed to indicate “the degree of 
fluency that high school girls 
can achieve through the brief, 
intensive group instruction in a 
language for which they have

THIS IS PART of the Inter- 
national Friendship Program 
which the Girl Scouts have car- 
ried on over a long period. If 
it should work out well, it 
might mean that other camps 
will do something of the kind 
in the future. 

The. State Department and 
the Ford Foundation are both 
interested in this experiment 
which Indiana University pro- 
fessors will watch and evaluate. 
There will be French-speaking 
people available, so that the 
girls can constantly practice 
what they learn, and I think the 
whole idea will prove a valuable 
new departure in Girl Scout 
training.

TO ANYONE who has lived 
in New York City for a long 
time it is not extraordinary to 
be told that the city’s slums are 
the worst in the world. 

I am glad civic groups have 
been aroused by the fact that so 
many houses are found to be 
firetraps. It may be that out of 
the estimated 240,000 housing 
violations; Bernard. J. Gillroy, 
Commissioner of Housing and 
Buildings, is right in stating that 
“there is certainly nothing seri- 
ous in most of the violations.” 

This attitude, however, of 
making light of small violations 
and saying that you “cannot put 
the people out on the street be- 
cause of these violations” is not 
the answer to the situation. Liv- 
ing quarters are hard to find 
and. people should not be evict- 
ed unnecessarily. 

The landlord can be made to 
remedy these minor violations, 
however, and the sooner he does 
so the less likelihood. there is 
of more important violations 
developing.

| proof of both strength and skill. 
i; An ancient discus, bearing rules 
for throwing it, has been found. 


At the opening of the modern 
Olympics, the throwing of a dis- 
cus was one of the events. Robert 
Garrett, the young American ath- 
lete who won the contest, never 
had been in a discus contest be- 
fore reaching Athens. He had put 
the shot, however, and had prac- 
ticed briefly with the discus. 
Then, to hig own amazement, he 
won the Olympie event. His throw 
was only 95 feet, seven and a 
half inches, but it was enough to
